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Talks on bases soon 


DAMASCUS, Feb. 12 (AFP) — 
Thousands of militaiy persooneL using tanks 
and artillery, fanned through tibe northern 
Syrian city of Hama, reliable sources said 
here Friday as an upri^g in the town entered 
its lOtb day. 

The sources said the city was completely 
isolated from the rest of Syria, and that trafGc 
on the roads to Aleppo Highway was being 
rerouted to secondary roads- Members of die 
outlawed Muslim Brotberfaood still held 
some areas in the old sections of the dty, or in 
caves in cliffs suirounding it, according to the 
reports. 

But the resistance appeared to be weaken- 
ing. according to sources close to Syrian 
authorities who said they expected the com- 
plete elimination of Hama’s Muslim 
Brotherhood elements in three to four days. 
Authorities have recovered hundreds of 
weapoiis used \ry the Brotherhood and its 
sympathizers, according to those sources. 

MeanwhDe, travelers aiiivingfrom Aleppo 
and Homs, two other northern Syrian cities, 
said the situation there was *'calmJ’. . .

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WASHINGTON, Feb. 12 (AFP) — Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan is this year presring 
ahead with u economic strategy designed to 
restore the United States' eistwhile power 
and boost its mOitaiy capability. 

In this endeavor he has the backing of most 
industiial and financial leaders and a large 
part of the American publk. The program 
will be pursued whatever the obstacles, for 
example the cimnt recessim — which it has 
no doubt help^ to produce. 

It will foige ahead regardless of the effects 
abroad, for «ampig in the sphere of high 
interest rates^ Moreover, tire administration 
wants the n^-Communist worid as a whole 
to line up the Uni^d States on sudi 
options as fiee trade, free.money movements 
and encouragennent for j^^te initiative. 

The recession in this/countzy will .'pot 
deflect Re^an from lUs* basic objective^ 
thou^ it.may ^edl me^ that, the straie^ 
*tak»-ld^er ^work through and that the. 
■budget is less easy to balance. 

Reagan's aides conrider that large defidts 
sritboul renewed inflation ^ acceptable, 
and note that in any case they are a mere 
fraction of the gross national product (ONP) . 

'What President Reagan basically wants is 
to transfer some of the state’s activities to the 
private sector and local ^venuneots. This 
Idod of mutation means sadHfioes and has its 
dangers, which is quite a worry for some 
Republican Cot^re^en with an eye on next 
November’s elections. They are ur^g cau- 
tion over the budget. 

Drastic cuts in c^ expenditure, in particu- 
lar welfare provisions, for tbesecondyear in a 
row will hit the poorer classes. On the other 
hand tax reductions decided so far will mainly 
beneft companies and the w^tiiier citizens. 

As for buriness recovery and increased 
U.S. economic migh^ the Republican 
administration is Irenl^g on modernization 
in ittdustiy and plenty of competition.' 

This bold economic program is under- 
mined at present by hi^ interest rates. A 
recovery is being forecast for the middle of 
this year, but if high rates continue it may not 
be on time. The government blames the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board for the high rates, saying

MARRAKESH, Morocco, Feb. 12 
(Agendes) — The United Slates and 
Morocco have launched on a spectacular 
upgra^g of tfaeirmil itaiy and stra regie Jinks, 
ittduding plans for U.S. troops to use two 
Moroccan transit bases. 

U.S. Secretary of State Alexander Haig, 
who arrived here Thursday for talks wi^ 
King Hassan IT, said after a first meeting with 
the sovereign that his government had asked 
Morocco for the use of the bases, and that 
talks on the plan would begin shortly. Speak- 
ing to the press, Haig described his iwo- 
and-a-half hour meeting with King Hassan as 
fruitful and extremely far-ranging. 

He added ttet the discussion had centered 
on strategic issues, and that the prime consid- 
eration was peace in the region, in this con- 
text the secretary of state bad harsh words for 
Uby^ leader Col. Muammar Qaddafi accus- 
ing him of '“highly destabilizing'' action in 
North Africa, with the support ^ the Soviet 
Union. 

Haig said that is view of their mutual con- 
cern at this danger, Morocco and the United 
States had decided to set up a joint military 
commission. He added that this decision, 
which reflected the traditional, close and 
longstanding friendship between Morocco 
and the United States, was motivated by the 
need fora more formal structure as a result of 
increased military cooperation. 

Haig declined to give the location of the 
bases which U.S. forces had asked to use, but 
a reliable source said the United States might 
reactivate two former bases at Kenitra, north 
of Casablanca, and Sidi-Yahia. 

Turning to aid issues, the secretary of state 
said be had high hopes of increased U.S. 
finandal contribution to the Moroccan milit- 
ary budget for 1983. Haig told newsmen that 
he also disc'ussed cultiu^ affairs with King

UNITED NATIONS. Feb. 12 (AP) — 
Exjperts preparing for this year's world 
assembly on aging say the worid’is population 
in the year 2025 wtU include 1 1 billion, 21 
millicm people 60 years old or over and they 
all should be allowed to work as long as they 
can — perhaps up to the age of 80. 

The figure comes from the U.N. popula- 
tion division and,-put up against the division's 
projection that the world’s population will 
total 8 billion, 195 million in 2025, means 
that in that year one person in e^t will be 60 
years and up. 

The recommendation in favor of older 
workers is in the report of a panel of 15 
experts froml4 countries preparing docu- 
ments to be put before the assembly for

DACCA, Feb. 12 (AFP) — A new 18- 
member cabinet was sworn in Friday in Bang- 
ladesh by President Abdul Sanar. at a cere- 
mony held within 12 hours of the dissolution 
of the previous 42-member council of minis- 
ters, the official BSS news agency reported 
here. 

In a nation-wide broadcast Thursday night, 
the 76-year-old president had accused 
" many members " of the two and a half 
month old cabinet of corruption, inefficiency 
and inertia. Prerideni &ttar personally 
retained the portfolios of defense, planning 
and establishment. 

The agency reported that Prime Minister 
Shah Aaizur Rahman had been allocated the 
ministries of law and parliamentary* affairs, 
local jipyemn^em and reli^ous affairs. Fore- 
ign Minister iSxif. Shamsul Haq, one of tw’o 
technocrai cabinet ministers swomtn f4iuay ' 
morning retained his old portfolio. 

The new cabinet included 1 0 frit) ministers 
and eight state ministers. Sixteen were sworn 
Friday morning, while two others. Cabinet 
Minister Khandaker Abdul Hamid and State 
Minister Aung Shewpure Chowdhury, were 
expected to take the oath later, on their 
return to capital. 

Dr. M.A. Mation retained the home minis- 
try while the former information minister, 
Shamsul Huda Chowdhury, was allocated the 
ministry of railw’ays, ports and shipping. The 
information ministry was given to Justice 
Tofazzai Hussain Khan, while the ministry of 
finance has been allocated to another tech- 
nocrat miiuster.

Sahel panel to buy food for African states 


JEDDAH, Feb. 12 — Industry and Electr- 
icity Minister Dr. Ghazi Algosaibi has expre- 
ssed confidence that the petrochemical rmd 
other oil-based industrial plants now being 
set up in the Kingdom will be viable enter- 
prises. 

According to this weel^s Sou£ Bumess, 
the cheap gas feedstock, ample financing and 
foreign technical assistance, the plants, which 
are joint ventures between the Saudi Arabian 
Basic Industries Corporation (SABIC) and 
several foreign partners, will be coming on 
stream in niid-1980s. 


the recently ann ounced basic pike of 50 
cents per million BTU will apply to sales of 
ethane and methane by Petromin to the 
industrial plants. The 50-cent basic price will 
be increased by additional amounts in prop- 
ortion to the industries profitability. He said 
that a large portion of Kingdom's future 
petrochemical production is already commit- 
ted to the foreign partners, but admitted that 
domestic demand will absorb less than 10 
percent of production. The remaining output 
will be marketed abroad by both SABIC and 
its partners, he added. 

The minister ruled out the possibflity of the 
Kingdom feeing either tariff barriers or 
deliberate price Cutting by competitors in 
foreign countries'. He held a firm belief that 
the Saudi Arabian products, given a fiee 
market, will be competitive. He, therefore, 
saw no need for anticipating any linkage bet- 
ween oil and petrochemical sales. However, 
he made it clear that "our attitude will not be 
passive*’ in the event of any deliberate dis- 
crimination against the Kingdom's pet- 
rochemicals. "The linkage is one among 


many possible responses,” he saiu. 

Meanwhile, SABIC has sent a group of. 
Saudi Arabian professionals for training 
abroad, and seve^ others will join them in 
the near future, the minister said. He added 
that "SABIC be marketing its share of 
the Saudi products and will be increasing the 
quantities that it will be marketing worl- 
dwide”. SABIC intends at some point in the 
future to assume fuD marketii^ responsibility 
for its share of the petrochemi^ products, be 
said.

WASHINGTON, Peb. 12 (>^) — 
Whatever happened to the Libyan hit team, 
variously reported to have slipped into the 
United States, to be hiding in Mexico, or to 
have flown to Paris en route to Boston? 

. Was the plot called oS? And was there 
one bit team or WO? Or was there none? 

It was late last year — high drama at the 

White House. A team of assassins trained in 

Libya was said to be stalking President 
Ronald Reagan. Security was tightened. 
Presidential appearances were curtailed. 
U.S. borders were watched. Sketches of 
potential were distributed. 

And n othing happened. No attacks. No 

arrests. Nothing. ^ ^ 

More than 2Vi months after the fears first 
soifaced, publicity about the purported plot 
has faded. Yet, the vigflance around 
Reagan and top government offiaals has 
not been relaxed. 

So what's happened? With rare excep- 
tions, government offidals refiisc to Speak 
on the record about the sensitive pbject. 

“We consider the threat as active as it 
once was,” said a senior administotion offi- 
cial, who refused to be i<tentified. “We 
haven't let dowd our guard.” 

As the story slipped off the front pages, 
there were fewer tips for law enforeement 
ofPffiaU to follow. “There is moch less 
ittfonnation coining into the bureau than 
there was a month ago,'* said FBI spokes- 
man Roger Young. “Thus far we haven't

established the presence in 
States of a Ubyan hit team. 

“As the leads dwindle,** Young adde^ 
“there will be less manpower spent on it* 
He said the investigation remains a high 
priority — part of an across-the-board 
effort against tenorism. 

The continued high state of secunty 
around Reagan is obvious. Reagu's 
' motorcade frequently uses two limousines 
now-" one for the president and a decoy cu 
to co nfiise an y attacker. A counter-assawt 
tftnni rides behind the armored presi^ntial 
limoudne in a van, with a^nts holding the 
doors ajar in case they have to spring out. 

Reagan wasn't even in the motorcade 
when it pulled away from the White House 
Jan. 26 en route to Capitol Hill for his State 
of the Union address. His limousine left the 
White House by another gate, joined the 
motorcade in progress, and the entourage 
took an indirect route to the Capitol. 

Flight paths have been altered for 
Reagan's helicopter trips to the presi^ntial 
retreat at Camp David. The president's 
helicopter and air force one now cany mis- 
dle defense ^sterns. 

Some CIA and Justice Department offi- 
cials privately expressed serious — doubts 
about the soundness of inteOigence reports 
about the alleged team, or wfaether it reaUy 
existed. Yet a Jaw enforcement official said 
tips came ^m various sources, and that the 
person considered the best source submit- 


ted to a lie detector test and passed. 

Opinions vary. 

“We believed at one time there was (a hit 
team),** said one administration official 
spwiVing anonymous^. “Maybe its dis- 
banded.** The official stud he never saw any- 
thing that {^poinfied the location of any 

*^%othe r administration offidal, who also 
refused to be identified, said, “1 have an 
idea the United States still thinks they’re 
somewhere on the North American conti- 
oenL” 

On Capitol H3L, the puiporfod plot once 
was the subject of briefings for the congres- 
tiond leadership and members of the 
House and Senate Intelligence Commit- 
tees.

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ARAB MEETING IN TUNIS ^ 

Arab foreign ministers are.jmeeting in Tunis to discuss the 
•mtiatttioB amingJrpQi the Genel^ Assembly resolution i 
condemning E^efs annexation of the Syrian Golan Heights. 
The meeting has been requested by Syria, vHuch is presenting : 
it with a series of recommendations. Some foreign ministers 
have been unable to attend. 

The Arab world took the Golan case to the UJf. General 
Assembly after the American veto in the Security Council 
made the passage of the Arab resolution impossible. The 
United States then carried its opposition to the General 
Assembly. Britain and France abstained in both forums. 

The American stand constituted nothing new for the Arab 
world, which sees the United States acting always as IsraeTs 
ally and helper. There is also nothing new, given the aftermath 
of the wars of 1967 and 1973, in ^ calls for boycotting it. 
What surprised as well as dismayed the Arabs was the stand of 
the Western Europeans — a point whidi might weU occupy 
the foreign mirusters as they sit in Tunis. 

The British and French stands (and beyond them, Western 
Europe as a whole) showed that, when it comes to the Middle 
East, the link between America and its allies is extremely 
strong, so that a move against one side would bring in the 
other to its aid. And with this absence for room for maneuver 
here, the only alternative left on the international arena is that 
of the Eastern bloc — an alternative which a number of the 
Arab countries find unpalatable. 

This, in the final analysis, is the dOemma which the Tunis 
jneeting will have to consider. 


Saudi Arabian 

The emergency Arab foreign 
ministers meeting in Tunis to 
ensure the full implementation of 
the U.N. General Assembly sanc- 
tions against Israel for its annexa- 
tion of the Syrian Golan Heights, 
and the situation in Lebanon and 
Iran, were topics for editorial 
comment in Friday’s newspapecs. 

Dealing widi the Arab confer- 
ence in Tunis OJtez urged the par- 
ticipants to adopt a coUet^ve 
Ar^ stance and to objectively 
evaluate previous Arab moves 
taken since the Israeli decision to 
annex the Syrian Golan Heights. 

“The evaluation is necessary to 
determine the next joint Arab 
moves for putting the U>I. sano- 
tioas rteolution against the Zion- 
ist entity into effect," the paper 
said. 

It urged the Arab foreign minis- 
ters to work out a program for 
es tablishing a dialogue with die ' 
U.S. and the other Western coun- 
tries vriikh voted against the U 
sanctions “so as to persuade these 
nations to change tiieir blind sup- 
port for the aggressive Zionist 
entity”.

Polish authonties ^>pear to be settling in forwfaat 
they foresee as a prolonged cooling in relations with 
the United Stat^ while still hoping to keep some 
lines of trade, finance and other exchanges open to 
the West. In response to what is seen here as 
America’s campaign a^inst Poland, the maitial- 
law government has released a flurry of anti-U.S. 
press commentaries and official statements attadc- 
ing Washington’s motives. 

The United States is charged witii interfering in 
Poland* s interna] affairs and wite attempting to turn, 
the Polish crisb into an international affiur as part of 
a grand strategic design to undeimine socialism. 
Pound's v^rous counterattack is an attenqu to 
justify the new military order and to oftet the effect 
of Voice of Amexicamid Radio Free Europe broad- 
casts received in many Polish homes.

Signs of thaw in Braizil-Cuba relations

BRASILIA, Brazil — 

Tentative moves have begun here and in Havana 
to re-establish diplomatic relations,or at least trade 
ties, between Brazil and Cuba. But publidy, 
Bra^s anti-Cuban, military-run govemment has 
given no confomation it is interested in a diange in 
the status quo. 

Ruy Barreto, president of the Confederation of 
Trade Assodations of Brazfl, retoroed last monte 
from a private visit to Cuba. He said Brazfl oonld 
export from $200 million to $300 mfllion wortii of 
go^ a year to that countiy. Barreto also said 
Cuban Pi^dent Rdel Castro sent his best wishes to 
Brazilian Prerident Joao Flgueiiedo and expressed 
‘‘great happiness over news about Brazilian indus- 
t^ development.”

WASHINGTON. (WP) — The NationaJ 
Aeronautics and $pa<» Administration plans 
to more than double the price it chafes to 
. carry satellites and other ca^ into earth 
orbit aboard the ^ce shuttle in 1985 and 
after. 

Reliable sources said the space agency win '

The new price schedule compares with the 
$42 minion it now charges customers fw 
spajoa in the shuttle cargo bay, a price that 
holds out to 1 985 and which includes the $4.2 
milliott user fee. 

Most shuttle flights win carry an aver^ of 
tiiree satellites ir three difEerent customers 
•and the cargo bay diazges win be prorated 
among them based on bow much room they 
take up in the cargo bay. 

The reasons given for the stiff price 
increase are inflation, the budget cuts that 
have etiminated misaons and reduced the 
number of shuttle flints in the late eighties, 
unexpected increases in the cost of producing 
space shuttle hardware and unexpected dif- 
ficulties in refurtrishing and maintaining the 
shuttle between hs first two fl^ts.

New Italian artheol 
promise to increase t

HERCULANEUM. Italy. (R) — The 
winter sun shines down on 16 victims of the 
ernption of Mount Vesuvius, exposed to the 
bri^t blue skies of the Bay of Naples for the 
first time in 1,700 years. Ihey were ordinary 
townspeople in the smaD Roman settlement 
of Hercui^eum who drew their last breath 
from the poisooed air in AJD. 79, as the 
brooding volcano dominating the bay blew 
asunder and streams of mud aod lava' 
engulfed them. 

Archeologists working in the ruins of Her 
culaneum, nestling today amid the tower 
blocks of its modem counreipart, a suburb of 
Naples, found their perfectly preserved 
skeletons and that of a horse in a wall of mud 
recently. 

The first 12 lay under a collapsed arch, five 
adultt and seven children or adolescents, who 
fell as they tried to reach the boats that took 
most of the town’s population to safety. Four 
others, and the horse, were found nearby. 

As the skies darkened with noxious gases 
and ash and lava rained down that day, Her- 
culaneum and its larger neighbor, Pompei, 
disappeared for almost 1,700 years. 

Now thousands of tourists roam among the 
baths, villas and marketplaces each year and 
hundreds of miles of color film record the 
unique glimpse of Roman life the excavated 
ruins of the dties aSbrd. 

The 16 casualties could make an important 

contribution in death to their descendants. 

Hie discovery has excited 'ardieologists 
and even brought Italy’s minister for culture, 
Vincenzo Scotti, here to see the diqilay and 
look over the area. 

For Pompei and Herculaneum bring sorely 
needed revenues to this turtiulent comer of 
Italy, where the top gap between rich and 
poor yawns almost .as wide as it did in imper- 
ial times. 

And in an area prone to natural disasters, 
the latest, a devastating earthquake in 1980, 
came close to finishing the'jc^ begun by Ves- 
uvius centuries before. 

Delicate parts of the ruins were affected 
and the resulting publicity, together with 
ferocious political and gang violence in the 
region, has frightened off many money- 
spenders.

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French universities claim 
1968 revolt crippled them

PARIS (LOS) — Fiance'sstudent revolt of 
1968 set back development of the univetsity 
system by 10 or 15 years, according to a 
report tiiat paints a ^oomy picture of the 
conotty*s higher education sy^m. 

Although the revolt is still seen as a 
watershed in French pofitical life, opening 
the way to a new liberalism, the univerrity 
system itself has become stiBed by taboos 
that are harming France as a whole. 

The report, cmnpfled by professor Laurent 
Schwartz, he^ of the mathematics center at 
the Ecole Polytechnique, will be published 
soon as p^ of a global Socialist government 
investigation into the past 20 years of French 
life. 

' In an advance outiine of his findings, the 
mofessor says he will make recommenda- 
tjons that could cut across Socialist principles 
as weO as demanding a break-up of the cen- 
tralized system for granting diplomas. That 
would r^nforce the autonomy of the 90 
French universities, which are at present 
restiicted on what they can teach and what 
d^rees they can award. 

' The 300-page document concentrates on 
the lack of selection among students, the 
result of demands for democrat^ dating from 
1958. Hie professor al so wants fees intro- 
duced to make studrats aware that “free edu- 
cation” has to be paid by someone. 

The outiine report follows ax months of 
researel^ indDding more than 1 00 interviews 
univeisity professors, student leadeis, 
trade unionists and politicians whidi , he says, 


confirm a general dii^usionment with the 
usefulness of degrees m the aftermath of the 
1968 reforms. f 

“It was generally ^eed that the univeisity 
system was extren^y 31,” he says. “Some 
people felt it was c^ng or already dead.” 

Much of the concern centers on the rapid 
build-up of the stodent population and the 
ease of university entry, which depends only 
on success in the beccalaureat — a Ugh school 
diploma. There if no entry examination. As a 
resultofdemands'for univeisity education for 
all in 1968. the student population bas risen 
from about 460,900 to about 860,000 today, 
four times more^an any comparable Euro- 
pean country, t 

The worst e^ct, according to professor 
Schwartz, has bten to s^ all progressive 
thfnldng mside Universities. Hiey are thus 
failing to adapt lining to the demands of a 
modern industriaized communi^. 

“All of these itfeas became toboo,” he says. 
“It is a tragic stow. We had just begun to talk 
timidly of princid^ already accepted in fore- 
ign univerrities aM of guiding the student — I 
prefer the word^ding to selection. 

“We are only^t getting back to this son 
of discussion but we have lost 10 to IS years. 
The effect w31 be felt on Frendi research for 
at least a decade.” 

French universities operate in a vacuum 
without any “feedback,” unlik e those of 
America, Japan and West Germany, he says, 
comparing the sootem here to Britain and toe 
Soviet Union, which also “lack productive

Vessd Reid In Port 

Port Louis harbor authorities then 
’‘arrested” toe vessel for non-payment of 
$120,000 in fees. With no pay and no evi- 
dence that pay was being sent to their families 
in India, the crew de^ed to strik^' and 
appealed to the Indian high commissioner in 
Mauritius. He telexed the company and 
received assurance that money was on the 
way. An Indian dipfomat advis^ the seamen 
to end toe strike but told them to make sure, 
before thc7oyfi Vuiodleft port, that it carried 
food, fuel and water enough to last three 
months. 

It took three months and^20 days for 
accounts to be settled in Mauritius. After toe 
crew received token payment, the ship left for 
toe voyage around the Cape of Good Hope to 
Luanda, Angola. But it turned out the sup- 
plies were enough for one month, not three. 

Due Jyod Vmod was in Luanda Harbor, to 
unload 2,200 tons of jute, for four months. 
The crew drank mudtfy river water and got 
sick. There was no money for toe new, 00 
money for toe ship and no money for food. 

An Unhospitable Port 

Some of toe crew would have left then, but 
Marxist Angola is not a hospitable place 
these days. 'The crew sent a delegation to tiie 
foreign minotty.-huiAe.receptidn was cow. 

a group of Anwlan soldiers tarrying 
submachine guns b«uded toe toip and 
looked around; toe crew took it as a wainmg 
not to make trouble. 

Then the rooster Joxjrs consort, the 
russet-colored hen, died — a bad omen. 

On Nov. 27, the captain i^ed a message 
for the crew. 

“As you know,” be wrote, “this ship bas a 
bad habit of staying in port after dischargmg 
toe cargo, whi^ is invariably the owners' 
fault llie situation in this port is^ust the 
same and the owners have not paid any bills 
and the ship chandler bas refused (to pro- 
vide) any other sup}3ies...'’ 

On Dec. 10, the crew answered. 

“At present we are still passing through 
even worse circumstances,” they wrote. “The 
problem bas already gone out of the limit, 
and our strength of endurance has been used 
up and we are not willing to continue any 
further under such terrible and painfull con- 
ditions. 

“So please note that we have all together 
decided that we must be repatriated to India 
from the next port of Tema, Ghana. If you 
have faUed to do so, then we are all togetoer 
ready to abandon the ship...toanking you, 
yours faithfully, crew members.” Their signa- 
tures followed, in three cramped rows at the 
bottom the typewritten page. 

The Jyod Vinod arrived in Tema Dec. 23. 
Since then, as usual, there has been no pay. 
There seems to be no money to toe ship 
out of harbor or to buy food. A chicken, in toe 
Ghanaian economy, costs $50 

A coup toppled Ghana’s dvfiian govern- 
ment on New Year’s eve and the country is 
still in a confused state. Communications are 
especiaUy difficult. 

Peter Nazareth, the Indian high commis- 
sioner in Ghana, seems embarr^sed by the 
Jyod Vinod situation. He has said toe Indian 
community in Accra, Ghana’s capital, “has 
rallied” to send food to the stricken crew, but 
the seamen say that none of this support has 
arrived. 

Mazareth has also ^ken to the crew 
about repatriation, about placing them, a few 
at a time on Air India planes bound for Bom- 
bay. However, the details of this arrangement 
remain vague and the crew is skeptical. They 
have even broached toe idea of trying to sefi 
toe ship, but that does not seem a legal possi- 
bfiity. 

Vl^en the high commisrioner visited the 
ship the other day,' he broi^t 60 e^ mth 
him. From the rail of the ship, Giiishnan, the 
first officer, looked down at toe diplomat’s 
black Mercies pariced on the dock. Hie 60' 
eggs could be seen througl^the window. 

“Sixty eggs,” be said. ”He seems not to 
understand there are 45 men on this ship.. 
What does he think we can do with 60 eggs?”

U.S.briefs allies on arms talks 


BRUSSELS, Feb. 12 (Ageodes) — The 
United States briefed its Atlantic Alliance 
partners here Frid^ on U.&-Soviet nudear 
arms reduction talks in Geneva, still conthiu> 
ing despite the chill in East-West relations 
caused by the Polish crisis. The director of the 
U.S. State Departments political and milit- 
ary bureau, Richard Burt, diaired a meeting 
of NATO's Special Consultative Group 
(SCO) which was expected to review prog- 
ress so fer and discuss tactics for the future. 

U.S. officials have kept other North Atlan- 
tic Treaty Organization (NATO) countries in 
touch with the negotiations at various meet- 
, ings at NATO headquarters here. But Fri- 
day’s briefing was the first meeting of the 
SCG ttsell which specifically deals with amu 
reduction issues, since the Geneva talks 
began on Nov. 30. The West European coun- 
tries attach great importance to ffie Geneva 
t.»ilks, which they.hope could remove the need 
for new NATO nuclear missiles in Europe. 

Neither side has significantly altered its 
public position since the start of talks, but 
both have spoken up in recent days in 
renewed efforts to portray themselves as flex- 
ible and to depict &e other side as intransig- 
ent. 

“The negotiations are still in their very 


eariy stages,'’ said one Western diplomat in' 
Moscow, who cautioned gainst expecting 
significant progress soon. “There's still a lot 
of posuirtng going on.” 

Soviet Prudent Leonid I. Brezhnev told a 
group of visiting Europeans last week that his 
country would support a two-thirds reduction 
in medhun-range weapons mined at Europe, 
and accused the United States of showing 
“obvious reluctance... to look for a basis for a 
mutually acceptable agreement." Then on 
Tuesday, the S^et newsagent Tass offered 
a six-point plan that was even more specific, 
saying both sides should reduce medium- 
range nudear weapons to 600 each by 1985 
and to 300 apiece by 1990. 

The U.S. government meanwhile, dis- 
dosed that it had submitted a draft arms tre- 
aty to the Kremlin even before the Soviet 
leader went public with his plan on Feb. 3. A 
White House spokesman said Washington's 
draft treaty was offered to Moscow “in order 
to move the negotiations forward as rapidly 
as possible.” 

According to Western experts in Moscow, 
Brezhnev’s proposal and the subsequent 
refinement of it by Tass offered little new in 
substance from earlier Soviet proposals 
•found to be unacceptable by Washington. 


On case to case basis 


Sweden offers arms to India 


NEW DELHI, Feb. 12 (AFP) — Swedish 
Prime Minister Thorbjom Faelldin has said 
his government was ready to sell arms to 
India on a case to case basis. “We are ready to 
sell weapons and ammonition to India but we 
would prefer to review case by case," Faell- 
din told a press conference at the end of for- 
mal talks with Indian leaders. 

Faelldin found nothing wrong in India's 
reproted poliq' of divem^g its aims pur- 
chase market and said it was in line with the 
polides followed by many other countries. 
He denied that Idoian leaders made any 
specific request for Swedish anns at the talks, 
but admitt^ that his country sold un^jedfied 
weapons and ammunitioa to India in 1980- 
81. 

Informed sources said India was keen to 
acquire various types of weapons and 
i mm iinirion from Sw^en to supplement and 
diversiify its arms purdiase maritet. Faelldm 
pledged increased Swedish economic and 
development aid support to India and said he 
considered Swedish-lndian relations very 
important 

In a prepared statement FaeDctin said he 
had wide-ranging discussions with Indian 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi with particular 
emphasis on the North-South dialogue, 
global energy problems, food and agxi^- 
ture. 

“ We also talked about developments in the 


immediate neighborhoods of our two coun- 
tries," he said implying that the Afghanistan 
question and United States arming of Pakis- 
tan ^ured during the talks. He said he also 
had “in-depth" discusaons on bOaterai issues 
and reviewed the prospects of increased 
Swedish aid to India. 

“We have excellent prospects for very 
good relations with In£a and I am happy to 
announce that Mix. Gandhi has agro^ to 
risit Sweden in the ne« future,” he said. He 
said he did not discuss the prospect of nudear 
cooperation with IndiA 

Meanwhile, Indian md Swedish industrial- 
ists Thursday identified a number of products 
for expanrion of ex^rt aud import trade 
between the two muntries. These were 
agreed upon at a mbeting the 21 -member 
Swedish delegation Bad with representatives 
of the Indian Charaper of Commerce. India 
has asked for the transfer of special steel 
technology from Sweden, the technology 
which results in direct reduction of oxides for 
the manufacture of steel. This could help the 
several mini-steelplants in the country whose 
annual productiqb is now around three mil- 
lion tons. / 

FaeDdin, who arrived here Wednesday on 
a week-long visit, is scheduled to leave for a 
tour to rural India and will visit the cities of 
Madras, Bangalore, Pune and Bombay. 


“They like to dangle out a lot of things,” one 
Western expert said of ibia Rusaan^ trumpet- 
ing of Brezhnev’s proposaL “liiey Eke to talk 
positively.” 

Similariy, a Western diplomat gAn nw- 
ledged that the draft treaty submitted by the 
United State^ which ffie White House 
spokesman hailed, merely “fonnalized" the 
zero-option prop^ tiiat U.$. Preadent 
Ronald Reagu submitted in mid-Novem^r 
and which the Soviets rejected then as a 
“propagandistic trick.** 

The heart of the two countries public dis- 
agreement, now as before the start of the 
talks, is whe ther there is a strategy balance in 
Europe, as the Soviets daim, or whether the 
Soviet Union enjoys a lar^ advantage, as the 
United States daims. 

Reagan's so-called “zero option” is that 
the United States will cancel plans in 1983 to 
deploy 572 Pershing 2 and grouud-lauDched 
Cxuise missiles in Western Europe if the 
Soviets dismantle their SS-seiies misales, 
ioduding some 250 S$-20s, the most 
advanced missiles in the group. The Rusrians 
have said this plan will result in their nnilat- 
eral disarmament ance the West can launch 
nudear missltes at die Soriet Unioa from 
submarines stationed in waters off Europe. 

The So^ts, on the other hand, have called 
for a moratorium on the stationing of nudear 
arms in Europe and have offered to withdraw 
some of their missiles already in place as a 
gesture to the West. The Unit^ States claims 
a partial cut by the Soviets, accompanied bya 
moratorium on the pladng of new U.S. mis- 
siles in Western Europe, will make perma- 
nent the advantage foat the Soviets now 
enjoy and increase Soviet pressure on West- 
ern Europe. 

If the talks don't succeed, die perception in 
Western Europe of who negotiated reason- 
ably could play a critical role in determining 
whether or not the Western European coun- 
tries accept the U.S. missiles. That the two 
sides are at odds publidy does not necessarily 
mean that the negotiations are going pooi^ 
or will not succeed, diplomats say. 

Observers note that the attempt manipu- 
lation of public opinion during negotiations is 
an accepted tactic designed to exert greater 
pressure on the other side to compromise. 
Even before the negotiations b^an. Western 
diplomats predicted that the first several 
months would be spent defining tiie terms to 
be negotiated. The apparent sl^ going was 
not unexpected, then, even thou^ a senior 
Western diplomat here said prior to the talks 
djat Soviet officials at the hi^iest levels of 
government had privately mqiressed “great 
interesT in Reagan's proposals and optimism 
that the talks might succeed.

Carter men 
endorse 
defense bill 

WASHINGTON. Feb. 1 2 (Agencies) — A 
group of Carter administration defense offi> 
dais endorsed President Ronald Reagan's 
increased militaiy budget Thursday but said 
it included too much for new wcap^ and 
not enough for improving the readiness of 
present United States forces. 

“W’e all agree that higher ending, ihe 
SI 80 billion proposed os'cr the next five 
years, is reasonable," said Graham Gaytor, 
the former deputy defense secretary. "We 
need a strong defense or we invite war," be 
explained. But Gaytor added that, "we are 
terribly worried" that tax cuts plan^ by the 
Reagan administiation will result in a back- 
lash against higher defense spending. 

While agreeing that the B-1 bomberis“not 
worth” the $20 billion earmarked for it by* the 
Reagan administration, the Democrats dif- 
fered among themselves on such other issues 
as conscription and the number of new air- 
craft carriers that should be buUt. The Carter 
administration defense officials acknow- 
ledged that more money should have been 
spent on defense under ibe Carter, Ford and 
Nixon administrations. 

Robert Komer, former undersecretaiy nf 
defease, said, “We’re not here defending the 
Carter administration budget," He and 
Gaytor indicated the defense department 
wanted to spend more in those years, but lost 
out in battles within the Carter administra- 
tion. 

At a news conference called to comment 
on the new Reagan defense budget, former 
manpower chief Robert fh'rie said in rc^nse 
to a question that. “We would be ill-advised" 
to return to the draft. Pine said, “ I can't find 
much to argue with" in the Re^an administ- 
ration's approach to supporting the all- 
volunteer force, including {fey rases and 
increaring the quality of i^itary life. 

But John G. Kester, one time special assis- 
tant to Carter administration Defease Sec- 
retary Harold Brown, said. **I do not think it 
right in this country for the middle dass not to 
pay its dues."

The investigators said voice reconiers 
aboard the jet had picked up a loud sound 
and uninteDigjbie voices in ^ cockpit sec 
onds before the aoddent. A thorough sden 
tific check on the tape is to be conducted later 
In the hope of detennining the cause of the 
crash. 


Meanwhile, Capt. Seiji Kata^, 35, the 
seriously injured |^ot of the plane, was ques- 
tkmed for nearly an> i hour. But police said he 
was unable to give clear answers as he ap^- 
entiy did not remember details of the crash 
because of slx>ck.

* Austrian CbanceDor Bnmo Kreisky, and 
I possibly of Austrian politics, may bang on a 
f medical bulletin to be publiriied in two 
months time. 

The bulletin will determine whether Dr. 
Krei^y. We« Europe’s longest-serving gov- 
ernment leader and a man who has domi- 
nated Austrian politics for more a 
decade, can stand for reelection. Tbe 71- 
year-old chancellor, who has not been fully fit 
for almost two years, said last month he 
would lead his Socialist Party (SPOE) into 
^ next general elections in May 1983, only 
if he was fit enough to commit hiniself fbr 
another full four-year term. 

Kreisky dismissed speculation that the 
Socialists, who have enjoyed an overall 
majority since 1970, would try to bring for- 
ward tte elutions to enable him to tead them 
to victory and then bow out of politics. “My 
personal conviction is that I have to be com- 
pletely fit to cany on. 1 don't do things by 
halves. If 1 can't do it them it is better ff 
someone else takes by place,” be told tbe 
tabloid newspaper jCroMieeclwig. 

But his departure would leave a huge gap 
that worries the Socialists, and indeed most 
Austrians for whom he has grown into some- 
-thing of a father-figure. With no single obvi- 
ous candidate at hand, the SPOE is generally 
expected to institute a triumvirate of top 
party officials should Kreisky quit Under this 
frian, Vice-Chancellor Fred Sinowatz would 
head the government, SPOE Secretary Karl 
Blecha the party and Heinz Fischer would 
ctmtinue to represent party interests in parli- 
aent. 

The party's worries began in 1980 when 
the chancellor, hitherto vigorous and appar- 
ently tireless, suffered his first serious health 
roUem. a mysterious eye ailment. Two 
operations in the United States brought no 
tangible improvement. Instead, the cbancel- 
r has suffered from various other ailments. 
Responding to increasing rumors about his 
ilments, he dropped a ban on confidentiality 
verhis health, stilowing his doctors to discuss 
condition and promising a detaOed medi- 
bulletin in April. “Then everyone can 
jud^ for themselves,” he said. 

His doctor. Professor Anton Neumayr, 
id last month he had no indication that the 
icellor was planning to withdraw. “If you 
me, he can cany on,” he told the news- 
er Die Preset. He admitted that, because 
f high blood p r es sure, Kreisky had tzoid>le 
his Iddneyt.

meanwhile speak of a heart problem which 
they say is behind the other ailments. 

The question mark over his licalth has 
done littJe to diminish Krekky’s popularity 
among Austrians, who in an opinion poll last 
year voted him the nation's fusoritc politi- 
cian. Nor have personal setbacks affected his 
prestige, based nn a combination of relative 


political and economic stability at [tome and 
his intense pursuit of "active neutrality” in 
tbe world at large, where he has made count- 
less diplomatic fora^. 

Kreisky survived his first major political 
crisis in 1978 when Austrians rejected his 
nuclear program in a national referendum 
after he had staked his poUtical future on a 
yes vote. 

The myth of his infallibility was badly 
shaken in 1980 by open dissension in his 
party over a battle to oust hLs glamorous 
young heir apparenL Hahnes Androsch. 
Andiosch, a former vice-chancellor and 
finance minister and now head of Austria’s 
largest bank, is said to be waiting for the 
post-Kreisky era before thinking of a political 
comeback. 

Kreisky was the first Western leader to 
receive Chairman Yasser Arafat and 
recognize a PLO representative. 

Ignoring threats to his life and calls by press 
and opposition to give up his support for the 
PLO, Kreisky pledged to continue to seek a 
Middle East settlement. 

The chancellor, recently recovered from a 
viral infection; told a West German news- 
paper: “Today the political realities don't 
allow a man with relatively long experience 
simply to retire.” Then apparently unper- 
turted by all concern about his health, sec- 
urity threats and opposition attacks, he 
returned to the poUti^ scene for a cabinet 
meeting, brushing away all anxious inquiries 
with his usual gruff Vietnamese wit; “I am 
wen, otherwise I wouldn’t be here." 


Defects found in American N-plant 


ROCHESTER. New York. Feb. 12 (AP) 
— Serious new defL-cts in a steam generator at 
the shut-down Ginna nuele.ir power plant 
were discovered shortly after the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission rejected u bid to 
reopen the plant, utility officials said Thurs- 
day night. 

The defective water tubes, which showed 
up in the steam generator that fulled during 
last month's accident at the plant, were found 
by cameras Wednesday night and Thursday, 
Rochester Gas ami Electric Corp. officiails 
said. “Tbe pictures are very drumatic,” 
spokesman John Maier .said Tliursd.iy nighL 
“It looks like somebody went in with a hack- 
saw. Some of the tubes show severe denting 
and external degradation.” 

He said he didn't know what caused the 
damage, but indicated he mentioned a hack- 
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saw only to provide a graphic description of 
the state of the tubes, not to impdy that a 
hacksaw has done the damage. The damage 
was found only in tubes that had been plug- 
ged and were no longer in use. But one tu& 
was severed and a piece of it was missip g. 
Maier said. It is possibile the piece is loose in 
the steam generator, posing a damage threat 
to one or more of the generator's 3,259 other 
tubes, he said. 

The plant shut down Jan. 25 after a tube 
ruptured, causing radioactive steam to escape 
briefly from a vent. The reactor core was 
flooded with water and some of the water 
overflow'ed into a reactor pump.

Dollar rates forge ahead 


LONDON, Feb. 12 (AP) — The U.S. 
dollar rose against most foreign currencies 
in trading Friday. Gold buOion lost about S 
1 an ounce in Europe. 

Dealers said renewed expectations of 
higher American interest rates prompted 
active buying of the dollar. Tbe British 
pound fell to $1 .8447 from $1 .8498 Wed- 
nesday. 

The mark fell to a five-month low against 
the dollar Friday as the head of West Ger- 
many's central bank declared that President 
Reagan’s proposed budget deficits 
threatened a revival of the world economy. 

Karl Otto Poehl, president of the Bun- 
desbank, in his second speech critical of 
U.S. poliqr in two days, said enormous 
defense spending and massive tax cuts by 
Washington would produce a budget deficit 
which would eitiser keep American interest 
rates extremely high or boost inflation. 

In Tokyo, where trading ends just as n 
begins in Europe, tbe dollar strengthened 
further against the Japanese yen in post- 
holiday trading on the Tokyo foreign 
exchange Friday closing at 237 J5, yen, the 
highest level in six months, and 5.20 yen 
higher than last Friday’s finish of 232.35 
yen. 


The doDar opened at 236.10 yen, the 
same as the close of the prerious trading 
session Wednesday. The foreign exchange 
was closed Thursday due to a Japanese 
national holiday. 

The sources said the bank of Japan con- 
tinued intervening in the market to prevent 
the weakened yen frx>m sagging but its 
effort was futile.

At Madrid conference 


West renews attack on Poland 


MADRID, Feb. 12 (R) — Communist 
countries at the European Security Confer- 
ence Friday dropped their attempt to cut 
short Western criticism of the mflit^ 
takeover in Poland, conference sources said. 
The East bloc decision cleared the way for 
French External Affairs Minister Gaude 
Cheysson. British Foreign Secretary Lord 
Carrington and other NATO officials to con- 
demn the Polish situation at the 3S-state 
meeting. 

Cheysson was one of seven Western minis- 
ters prevented from speaking by Communist 
filibuster tactics when the marathon Madrid 
conference resumed Tuesday after a seasonal 
recess. “Everything arrives, even France's 
turn to speak," Cheysson declared in .ironic 
tone when he was finally able to make his 
^ech at the start of Friday’s closed plenaiy. 

Conference sources said that at the start of 
the meeting, Austrian Foreign Minister Wil- 
libald Pahr raised a point of order proposing 
that the session should continue Friday after- 
noon because 22 persons were li^d to 
speak. There were no objections to the prop- 
osal. made after talks with the Soviet side u 


'Madrid and in Vienna, the sources said. 

On Tuesday, the Polish chairman of the 
plenary session and his East bloc allies 
insisted on sticking to previously set ground 
rules for the meeting to end around lunc- 
htime. The seven-hour procedural wrangle 
silenced, 13 speakers and prompted neutral 
Switzeriand to press for an early adjourn- 
ment of the conference on the ground that 
the East-West atmosphere was too poisonous 
for any new detente accords. 

But neutral Finland and Austria were 
believed opposed to an immediate suspen- 
sion of the conference and Western delega- 
tion sources said Soviet opposition could 
keep the meetii^ going for several more 
weeks. NATO member Portugal presided 
over Friday’s session under a rotating chair- 
manship rule. Portuguese chairman 
Leonardo Matias made it clear he would not 
allow any limits on speakers if he could help 
it. 

Neutral delegation sources said they 
thought the Soviet side bad decided against 
deploying new delaying tactics Friday

The pilot, who was accompanied by riz 
relatives, diverted the Soviet-biult AN-24 
to the U.S. Air Force-administered base 
and Gennan officials smd his co-pilot also 
decided to stay in West Berlin after the 
plane touched down. U.S. offidals ques- 
tioned the passengers and crew and then 
handed over jurisdiction to German 
I authorities. 'The U.S. Air Force was left 
with the problem of how to get the pilotless 
I ‘Antonov back to Poland. 

An Air Force spokesman said the twin- 
I engined turboprop landed at8j52 ajn. local 
; time (0755 GM'p. After touchdown, the 
plane was immediately surrounded by U.S. 
militaty police who allowed the passengers 
and aew off the airliner about an hour later. 

Two Polish securi^ guards, supposed to 
prevent hijackings, to remain aboard, 
an Air Force spokesman said. After ques- 
tioning crew members and the passengers, 
U.S. Force personnel turned the disem- 
barked Poles over to West Berlin jurisdic- 
tion. ^ _ 

While still investigating the passengers 
and crew. German officials said it was not 
immediately certain whether two more sec- 
urity guards were among the plane’s pas- 
sengers. West Berlin's Tempelhof Airfield 
L has been a frequent target of Polish hijack- 


ings to the West. It is about 500 kms from 
Warsaw and 300 away from Wroclaw. 

Tbe landing came a week after a Berlin 
court had sentenced 12 young Poles to 
priron terms between oat and four years for 
their part in hijacking a LOT airliner dur- 
ing a Katowice to Warsaw flight and fordng 
it to fly to Tempelhof in ^ptember last 
year. 

Hans-Wol^gang Treppe, the prosecutor 
in diarge of investigating the fastest inci- 
dent, the landing at Tempelhof was not 

a hijack in the usual sense of the world. It 
was more likely, he said, that the pilot 
would be charged with deprivation of lib- 
erty, punishable by Gennan law with a max- 
imum five-y^ prison sencenoe or with a 
cash fine. 

The pflot could also not be charged with 
theft, the prosecutor said, because be obvi- 
ously did not steal the plane but planned to 
turn it to Its ri^tful owners after his escape. 

Last year. West Beilin courts sentenced 
several Poles to prison sentences for their 
parts in the hijaddngs of LOT airiioers to 
Tempeihot In • October, 21-year-old Ber- 
nard Kentka was sentenced to five years in 
prison for a July 22 hijacking. 

On Jan. 19, a West Berlin court sen- 
tenced Jei^ Dugas, 25. to five and a half 
years for using a deactivated bandgreoade 
in an Aug.22 Ujack.

Soviets seek Japanese friendship 


MOSCOW, Feb. 12 (AFP) — The Soviet 
Union Friday called for a more “lucuf* 
attitude on the part of Japan about the dis- 
puted Kurile Islands which is the main obsta- 
de to the signature of a joint peace treaty. 

The Soviet government ' organ, Izres^ 
said there was every reason to believe that 
Japan was only using the territorial dispute 
and “the myth" of a Soviet threat to foster 
distrust and encourage a spirit of revenge. 
Japan claims sovereignty over what it calb 
the “Northern Territories" a term used to 
englobe the islands of Kunashiri,Etorofu and 
Shikotan and the Habomai Islets at the 
southern end of the Kurile Archipel^o. 
These islands have been occupied by the 
Soviet Union since 1945 and Japan claims 
there has been -a large buildup of Soriet 
forces there. 

Izvestia said the Japanese government was 
using Kuriles issue to distract attention foom 


its own polides of military expanaonand 
from the “aggressive nature of the Japan- 
U.S. alliance." 

brada emphasized strongly that the rigna- 
ture of a Soviet-Japanese peace treaty could 
“in no way be tied to the inezisient problem 
of the Northern Territories'. *rbe Kuriles 
were an “integral part” of the Soviet Union 
and the claim made by Tokyo that there was 
an “unresolved territorial dispute between 
the Soviet Union and Japan is a unHateral and 
wrong interpretation" of the facts, /zFsstie 
said.

Ch^sson indicated that France wanted the 
Madrid conference to continue, desphe the 
tense international situation. “Too many 
men are waiting for these negotiations started 
here a year and a half ago to succeed. We 
must do everything to respond to this hope." 
he said. 

Cheysson said proposals made by neutnl 
and nonaligned countries should help to 
resolve the ffiial negotiating difficulties at tie 
Madrid meeting. But he made it dear the 
Western side would be making no new cob- 
cesrions and that if agreement was to be 
reached on proposed new disarmament mlfcs 
then the East bloc must give ground. 

At a later news conference, Cheysson said 
France and the EEC countries would not 
propose an adjournment of the Madrid meet- 
ing, but understood the viewpoint of these 
who wanted a suspension. “A few weeks or 
months of reflection during which F hope the 
situation in Poland will evolve would be use- 
ful to maintain the possibility of keeping tills 
forum and what has twen discused here," be 
said.

Reagan to attend 

NATO talks set in Bonn 


BONN J?eb. 12 (AFP) — North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization (NATO) heads of state' 
and government will hold their summit in 
Bonn, instead of Brussels, on June 10 it was 
officially announced here Friday. U.S. Presi- 
(fent Ronald Reagan will be attending. 

NATO headquarters in Brussels con- 
firmed the switch in venue and sources there 
said the summit will focus on overall East- 
West relations following the imposition of 
martial law in Poland. 

The summit win take place following a 
meeting of heads of state a^ government of 
seven Western and Japanese industrialized 
nations in Versailles, near Paris, from June 4 
to 6. President Reagan, who will attend the 
Versailles meeting before flying to Rome, 
win probably arrive in Bonn on June 9 for 
talks with West German leaders. He will later 
virit London. 

The move to hold the summit in Bonn 
rather than Brussels was put to American 
S^retaiy of State Alexander Haig in Madrid 
Monday by West German Foreign Minister 
Hans-Dietricb Genscher. They met In the 
Spanish capital for the reopening session of 
the conference on security a^ cooperation in 
Europe. 

Informed sources here said the West Ger- 
man move was inteoded as a demonstration 
of the importance Bonn attaches to friend- 


ship with the United States. A senior West 
German offidal who asked not to be named 
said it would also undersene the central role 
West Germany plays in NATO in spile of 
differences witii Washington on such issues as 
sanctions against Poland and the Soviet 
Union. 

Sources here also welcomed Reagan's pre- 
sence at the NATO s ummi t According to a 
senior Western diplomat, “It is in West Ger- 
many that the future of NATO is really being 
decided."
